SWIFT ENVELOPMENT

Steel-tipped U. S. columns plung- 


ed eastward on a 53-mile (ront to- 
ward Paris today, menacing the 
rall-and-road city of Le Mans 100 
miles from the French capital, af- 
ter a swift envelopment of Brittany 
netting 13,300 prisoners and leaving 
3,400 Gennans dead on the field. 


Slmullateously, 
British 
forces 


broke across the Orne river, threat- 
ening to turn the enemy hinge line 
below Caen. Swiss and British re- 
ports said the Nazis already 
were 


evacuating Paris.

The enemy struck back this morn- 


Ing wltn his largest counterattack 
of the Invasion, throwing In 
at 
least four armored divisons 
be- 


tween Mortan and Sourdeval—In 
the sector below Vire—and piercing 
as deep as three miles. But Allied 
oflcers fcald the attack was being 
pounded back, with Allied air forc- 
es "having a field day."

500 to Y50 heavy U. S. 
bombers 


tore up supply depots and commu- 
nications line behind

front. 
Five hundred more bombers from 
Italy pounded two synthetic

Other doughboys battled for five 


key ports on the Breton Peninsula, 
and seized three more towns 
in 


mopping up operations. 


Canada for the first time has a 


separata army formation in battle, 
It was disclosed, with the Canadian 
First rmmy fighting on the Allied 
left flaim in Nofmnndy.

On the line below Domfort, Gen- 
eral Bradloy's men and tanks were 
driving eastward on Paris after 
hopping the Mayenne river line at 
five points and seizing Mayenne, 
Laval, and Chateau-Gontier, 
the 


latter town only 24 miles north of 
Anger*.

Mans 100 miles southwest of Paris 
was under direct menace. Bombers 
slashed Nazi road lines ahead of 
the U. S. sweep. 


The Russians still beat In from 
the east. Another Soviet army—the 
llth thrown In action this sum- 
mer—toppled the old-rich town of 
Drahobycz in old southern Poland,

Acting Secretary of State Stettinl- 
us announced today that the post- 
war security talks hav been post- 
poned until August 21 at the re- 
quest of Russia. 


The 
Anglo-American - Russian 


phase of the four-power 
conversa- 


tions was scheduled to begin In 
Washington August 14, with dis- 
cussions among the United States, 
Britain and China to follow upon 
their conclusion. 


Stettinlus told his news confer- 


ence that the Russian government 
found it needed more time for 
preparation In Moscow before So- 
viet representatives start for Wash- 
ington. 


He said delay probably would 


save time In the end. 


He said Moscow had not yet of- 


ficially informed Washington 
on 


who would head the Russian dele- 
gation, but that word was expect- 
ed shortly. 


Speculation has centered about

AMERICAN WARSHIPS 
STORM FRONT DOOR 
JAPANESE HOMELAND 


STAB AT BONIN ISLAND, 
WIPE OUT TOWN AND 
DAMAGE 41 JAP SHIPS

American warships for the first 


time In this war have turned their 
guns on the Bonln Islands, on 
Japan's front door, wiping out a 
Japanese town on Chlnchl Jima 
and sinking or damaging 41 ships 
of an enemy convoy. 


The stunning two-day stab in the 


Bonins, 600 miles from 
Tokyo, 


was announced las tnlght by Adm. 
Chester Nimitz. It was tho high- 
light development of a quickening 
Pacific war otherwise notable for 
cracking Japanese morale on New 
Guinea and the still-successful bat- 
tle of Chinese troops to hold Heng- 
.vang. 


The fast U. S. carrier force struck 


into the Bonin and Kazan islands 
Thursday and Friday. They caught 
a convoy, which presumably was 
bringing in supplies or reinforce- 
ments for these islands constitut- 
ing the Innermost harrier of Ja- 
pan's ocean defenses. 


Sunk; Five destroyers or destroy- 


er escorts, five cargo ships, one oll- 
or, two smaller vessels and several 
barges. 


Fires and possibly sunk; 
One 


light cruiser and five smaller craft. 
Thirty others were damaged. Some 
of the barges were carrying troops. 


Shelling Devastating, 


The warship shelling, followup to 


seven raids by fleet planes since 
June 14, was devastating. Said the 
communique; "Omura town 
on 


Chichi Jima was destroyed." 


Chichi, m.aln island of the Bo- 


nins, also was hit by planes, as 
were Haha, Muko and AMO In the 
same group and Iwo Jima in the 
Kazans,

Twelve enemy planes were destroy- 
ed against a loss of 16 U. S. air- 
craft and 19 U. S. airmen 


An outstanding fact of the Bo- 


nln assault was that the American 
ships boldly stayed around for two 
days, time enough for Japan's ad- 
mirals to send help If they had so 
elected. They didn't whlrh throws 
into strong relief their excruciat- 
ing problem of whether lo throw 
their navy headlong aga'nst the 
ever-growing U. S. fleet. 


Between Tokyo and Marianas. 
The Bonins stand between Tokyo 


and the Marianas, wher'le U. S. 
troops are pressing rumnnnt Jap- 
anese toward their bloody end on 
Guam. 
The Americans took two

WAR ANALYST SAYS LOOSE LEFT 
WING OF HITLER'S NORMANDY 
LINE IS SPOT TO BE WATCHED

The most fascinating spectacle 


of the flaming battle-fronts today 
—and a koy situation to watch- 
Is that loose left wing of Hitler's 
Normandy 
line which Is 
flying 


wild like a pennant in a hurri- 
cane. 


It waa the tearing away of this 


Nalz flank from Its coastal anchor 
which let the American armored 
forces loose to rampage through 
Brittany. 
Now it's being sprung 


hack like a turnpike toll gate to 
open the rote to Paris, as wit- 
ness the glad news that Yankee 
columns achieved the crossing ot 
the Mayenne river barrier In five 
places and are roaring on towards 
the French capital In tho favor- 
nble open country between 
the 


Seine and the Loire rivers. 


That lashing pennant is sym- 


bolic of Hltler'i whole position at 
this crucial moment—both In the 
fighting zones and on the home 
front. 
Just as he is trying fran- 


tically to stabilize that Normandy 
line, and also keep it from being 
torn away from Its right anchor 
at Caen, where the Allies are at- 
tacking again 
today, so he Is 


r.tralning every nerve to reorgan' 
me his civilian war effort in face 
of the rucont revolt organized by 
the Prussian generals. 


One 
of General 
Montgomery's 


senior staff officers yesterday de- 
clared that "the next two or throe 
weeks may be the most critical of 
any time of 
tho war 
for Ger- 


many." 
That's true not only in 


the military sense but as regards 
the crisis within the Reich. 
Hit- 


ler himself acknowledged this in 
his statement to Nazi party lead- 
ers last Filday when he saH: 
"I am not afraid to wage battle 
against outside onomloh. x x But 
I must have certainty that in tire 
roar there is absolute security, 
loyal confidence and faithful co- 
operation."
